Last year when the McGill football toam won the Intercollegiate 
championship tho Students' Council presented each member of the organl- 
ntion with a cygnet ring as n souvenir of the victory, and also as a token 
of apprccia'tion from the sttidont body. These rings were presented at the 
football dinner, held ai tlio closo of the season and, needless to say, were 
wry much approciatoil by the recipients us a recopniiion on the part of the 
■tudents of the team's unselfish efforts on the gridiron. 

Tliis year ihc championship has been won again but, altbough the 
time for thq football dinner is less than a wock distant, no steps have as 
yet been taken towards a similar presentation to this year's champions. 
Undoubtedly somcthinK should be done unci done quickly, as It would be 
regrettable Indeed If the players who have carried the Red and White to 
.Victory oil occasions like thai of Saturday, wore not given some concrete 
•ou venir of such a nfmorable season. Unless the students take the initia- 
tive In this matter it is unlikely that the players will have any souvenirs 
Other than the nmrka left upon them by opposing teams, and these, it is to 
lie hoped, arc not permanent. 

It will probably only be necessary to call attention lo the lamentable 
lethargy which apparently exists in connection with this matter, to pro- 
Uuce the desired restjlts, and it is with this in view that the present state 
Of affairs is mentioned here. As far as the Students' t.:ouncil is concerned, 
that body has considered the matter but for various reasons decided to do 
nothing. Not because the members were unwilling, however. The Coun- 
cil is in a dimcull position and it is up to the students to help matters as 
nuch as possible. 

Early In the year the Council was forced to cut down cvpcnscs In 
order to meet tlio doficit wlilcli it is fiicinp, the first step in this (llrcctlo,n 
being the withdrawal of fliiancial snijpuri I'roni certain minor athletic 
clubs. These clubs had always been a dead loss and it was thought that 
under present conditions no money could be sunk for the purpose of keep- 
ing losing ventures afloat. Consequently, tho Council feels that should 
money be spent at tlie present time for the purpose of presenting tokens of 
•ome sort to the football champions, the members of the clubs from which 
financial support was withdrawn would raise objections and point to the 
Incident as an instance of inconsistency. 

It is extremely improbable, however, that any such petty objections 
would be made to the expenditure of a few dollars for the purpose of mak- 
ing some recognition of the grand work done by the Red-Banded Squad 
dtiring tho past season. Owing to the team's success a large profit has 
been realized by the football club, and this has. of course, been turned over 
to the Council. Tho nioiioy nccesHary to procure suitable souvenirs would 
hardly be missed from the surplus revenue. However, some expression of 
opinion will have to bo given by the student body, showing a desire for 
this small expenditure, before it can 'be made. This expression, to be of 
any use must come immediately, as otherwise nothing suitable (or present* 
ation can bo made in time for Wednesday's dinner. If anything Is to he 
done by tho presidcnts'of tho ditfcrcnt classes to-day, either a subscription 
should be started anions the studenl.s themselves or the Council should be 
empowered by the vote of the undergraduates to make the necessary ex- 
penditure. •

NOVEL PROTECTION 
FOR HAMMER-THROWERS 

M.L of T. Uses a Cage to Pre- 
vent Hammer Going in 
Wrong Direction 

The .Massachusetts Institute of Toch- 
nology has recently built a cage for 
protection in luimmer- throwing, to 
guard the hammer being thrown In a 
wrong direction. Tills l.s iirobably thn 
only cage of 11» hind in this country. 
II is l)ullt of qii,arter inch wire, woven 
Into a dlamond-obuped mesh. Kach 
o|H»nlniS mea.sur.-^s two and <me-half 
Inche.T horizonlall y and live Incites v< r- 
tlc.'ill.v. The c;ige Niands seven feet 
tiigh and has a radius of thirteen and 
one-half feet; it is ejiclosed only two- 
thirds of the way around, the other 
third being left open in tlie ilirectlon 
In which the hammer Is thrown.

But 
urged on by memories of Kdgar Al- 
lan Poe, and Conan.

Hurrying on, liiey came to tlie evident 
end of the tunnel, blocked by some ob- 
Htructioii around which the light fil- 
tered In.

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HIGHER THINKING COST 



"Plain living and high thinking are no more," mounted a poet 
about a century ago. 

With no discoi^tesy to Wordsworth, the McGill student of 
to-day at least would admit that the cost of both had gone up. A 
glance at University calendars for past years furnishes striking evi- 
dence of the fact. 

Probably at one stage of each student's preparation for col- 
lege this year the most popular page in the calendar was numbered 
"48." It was headed "Students' Expenses." and stated that the 
minimum cost of a session in the Arts course would be $268. while 
a moderate figure was $303. Approximations are also made for 
students in the otheir faculties. 

These estimates are no doubt compiled from average ascer- 
tained instances of undergraduate expenditure. A moderate room 
rent is placed at about $11, and board at between $18 and $23, 
with the two combined at about $30. This woiild make the cost 
of the course for the Science students reach to not much under 
$450. while the Medicals, would be supposed to spend diree or four 
dollars less. 

Well may we mourn the by-gone years. Just thirty-six months 
ago the landladies of Montreal, within a few blocks of the cam- 
pus, were willing to take $6 a month to shelter us .(see Calendar 
for year 1910-1 1 ). But they were also willing, it seems, to accept 
$14 a month, and we may strike an average at $9. Separate 
board, kept down, political economy students are informed, by cus- 
tom and the unwillingness of habitues of the restaurants to pay 
very high, rose only fifty per cent, in three years. In 1910 it ran 
between $12 and $18. Lodging with board could be had from 
$19 a month upward. 

Of course, the growth was very gradual. Twenty-four 
months ago they asked only about $23 a month for board and 
lodging. Board was placed in the Calendar ai available at $14 to 
$21, while rooms ran from $7 up. Thus the ascent in two years 
made a 33 p.c. grade only. Thisis less than I 1-2 p.c. a month, 
(counting holidays. 

The cause for this lies in the general prosperity of Montreal. 
There has been an increase in trade, of buying and selling, and of 
gold production. Montreal lots have been turned over several 
times, at prices ranging higher and higher. Value, rents, taxes and 
board have all gone up together. 

But students have more reason to be glad than sorry about this 
condition. McGill University has benefited largely from it. In 
donations both to the University and the undergraduate body we 
have been paid back manyfold. While we spend more for where 
we sleep, and what we eat Montreal citizens have kept down for us 
the cost of obtaining what we learn. The very dance and the ban- 
quet which the University is to give us. after the performance The- 
atre Night is a mediate result of a Montreal man's generosity. 

And so it befits us to meditate philosophically on these things. 
Yet one hopes one result of the great McGill building scheme will 
be the reduction of the cost of this means too, to higher and larger 
thinking.

Thirteen Pounder In Canadian Artillery Hardly Recognizable as 
Gun. Says Major MacNaughton. Sighted for Four Miles.

At iho time of the South African war 
the F.A. ot the British Empire were 
armed with the 12-pounder, a rilled 
breech-loadlns gun provided with tan- 
Bent lights, deflection aoales and 
brackets for the application of tele- 
scopic Bights and clinometer. 

The shell ilred was shrapnel with 
a ti\T.o which could bo set to burst at 
a Uonntte time after leaving the gun 
ur on pereuBslon.

NOT LIKE CANNON 

Tho weapon nt first sight is hardly 
rerognlstable na a gun, but looks more 
like a very complicated piece of ma- 
chinery on wheels. The oatlsfaetory 
construction and performance have 
only been made poanlble by the enor- 
mous ndvancea In the mechanical, op- 
tical and chemical artx. 

Since issue the gun ha.s been im- 
proved in many minor ways, the prin- 
cipal one being the provision of a 
Prrlsenplc sight. 

To sum up the principal character- 
istics of the modern Held gun are:

Uapidlty and accuracy of Are and

ATTACKINO THE ENEMY. 

The first step In tho attack ot an 
enemy Is tho deployment of tho In- 
fantry and tho advance through the 
ground .swept by the enemy's guns. In 
this pivnse the task of the artillery will 
usually he to locate and aulKlue the 
enemy's artillery. 

Wlien the infantry come under rifle 
fire the object of tho artlllorj- will be 
to assist the forward movement by de- 
voloplng a covering fire to make the 
enemy keeji under shelter. 

Whon the Infantry ore In a position 
to deliver an assault the artillery fire 
should be partloularly intense and 
should bo carried on until the last pos- 
slblo moment when the assault Is 
start4tkl. Then elevations Increased 
and a xearchlug fire opened against 
tho localltlea probably occupied by the 
8ui>ports or reserves. ' Aa soon as a 
poiiitlon has been carried, the gun» 
should be boldly advanced to assist in 
holding 11. 

■\\'lien a battery commander exjieots 
to bo called upon to bring hia battery 
Into action lie gives the order "Pre- 
pare for action." 

Breech and mu'Ziiln covers are re- 
moved.. The gun and Its flllInK» giv- 
en a rapid, careful Inspection, amuiu- 
nltloii prepared. Horso, harnoxs ami 
Hudiliery looked to and every possible 
thliiK (lone to minimise the pause be- 
tween coining Into action und opening 
tiro. 

■ATTERY FORWAND. 

When a battery Is required the Hat- 
tery Commander Is told by hl.s Urlgadt; 
Coinniaiidur the approximate location 
and nature of his target. Tlie locali- 
ties occupied by our own troops and 
roughly ,tne position ho considers ault- 
able for the Battery to occup\'. 

The «.C. calls out lilH Officer, S.C. 
O.'s and battery staff and pusses to 
them as much of this Information as 
he deems advisable, and then rides 
forward to icconiioltro and ehoosc'hls 
oiLiervliiK Htatlon und the position for 
tlin battery. 

On his reconnaissance the 11, C. 1.4 
accompanied by a suction cominanUor 
and trumpeter us horse holder. The 
Uattery Hgt. -.Major follows 100 .vani.i 
or more in rear in cliarKc of tho lieaii- 
guartcrs' iiarty. I'oiiHlnllnK "f runKi\ 
taUerH, slRiuiller.s, lookout men, liorHc 
lioljers, etc. 

.\h any of these men are required 
I hoy dlNnioiiiit from their horse.s and 
take up tholr work. 

As Hon4 n.s the final positions have 
been .selected the Section Commander 
nmrk.s tho position for the guns In 
BiKïh a way as the battery loader will 
OHsily recognize ami Kullops liack 10 
the battery with any farlhor informa- 
tion from the li.C. 

RANGE 18 TAKEN. 

The .Sergeant. Major Hot.'î up the II. 
C, director und records the H.C.'s or- 
ders for trnnsml.sHion m tho buttery, 
rtangfi takers take ranKca on tlic tur- 
Rots pnlntcil out by II.C. and iirepare 
ran^'o cards «Ivlng distance, switch 
angle and angle of sight to all pro- 
minent objects In the possible field of 
fire. 

The lookout men take up positions 
to watch for tho uppear:ince of now 
targets or for tho movement of our 
own or the enemy's troops. 

.Vs soon as the battery cohiox up It 
IB unlimbercd and tlio Kuns thrown 
rwiiKhly Into tho line of firc. Tlie w.-i^r- 
gons come up are unhooked and with 
the horses and gun Umbers proceed 
to a covered position selected bv tho 
battery Captain tnd Q.M. Bgt. 

THE BIONAtLERS. 

The signnllrrs open rommiiniiatlon 
between U.C. and Uattery and -the pre- 
liminary orders are passed down. 

These orders must cover tho follow- 
ing; — 

Indication of the target or lateral 
angle?. 

Anglo of Bight or sight to be used. 
.Method of ranging. 
.Vature of projectile. 
Corrector setting. 
FIral elevations, 
conaidering these In detail. If the tar- 
get la visible to tho buttery It may bo 
described by reference to some jiro- 
nilnent object. 

The clock system Is generally UHed. 
In this the prominent object l;. taken { 
as the centre ot a clock presuniod to 
bo laid face ui> with 6 o'clock toward 
the observer. 

Directions are indieutoil by lines 
drawn from the centre through the 
various hours and distanrc out by tho 
angle subtended at the ol>sorver by the

biir..t about 10 minutes above Heads to the battery. 



A custom which lived long at McGill and then died for a year 
has been revived. In looking forward to Theatre Night we natur-

If the ground In front Is open and 
hard percussion, srhupneli will be 
until fur ranging which Is the procoss 
of finding the elevation necessary 
to carry the ahell to the target. The 
Information pbUilned by the U.C. from 
his range takers or the map being usu- 
ally only very approximate. 

PercusMlon shfapQct under these con- 
ditions Is extremely accurate a^d eosyi 
to observe. 

If the ground Is difficult by reason 
of hills, hollows, false crests, 
HwatnpdnesH or woods, time shrapnel! 
is preferable. A corrector setting Is 
ehusen to give a burst at the second 
Interaectlon of trajectory and line of 
sight. 

Ifrom the preliminary Information 
the B.l*. choses two ranges differing by 
:iOO yards and orders the longer f|re<i 
first. Observation Is made whether 
the burst Is short or over, and correc- 
tion for line applied. 
If the .-hell was plus the second In fired 
If this Is minus the bracket Is narrow- 
ed to the middle hundred yards and 
the process Is repeated until the hun- 
dred >Tird bracket has been obtained 
and verified. 

So estimation Is made . as to the 
amount short or over, and In fdct It is 



extremely difficult without consider- 
able practice lo tell whether a round is 
short or over unless the smoke of the 
biir.tt obacuroB or la obscured by the 
target. » 

I'rom the 100 yard liracUet the 
raiitfe 1b cho.seii, the corrector HettiiiR 
adjusted to give a burst 10 inin. above 
piano of ttight and tiro for effect com- 
menced. 

FIRING. 

Three molliod.s of fire are u.-<cd. Bat- 
tery Heetion and Utin fire. 

In R P the guns are fired In succes- 
sion from the S-lght at the interval 
ordered until the nniulred number of 
roundH has been discharged or until 
order.s to ."top have been given. 

In this method It Is easy for the 
n.C. to observe the fall of the Indi- 
vidual rounds and correct the guna.us 

may bo neces.inry. 

A round of B.F. is usually fired after 
ranging huH been completed to permit, 
the final- corrections for line and those 
introduced by difference of le- 
vel of the Individual guna, Irregularly 
of the oharacterlslcs, etc, 

In section fire, the U.C. orders In- 
terval. The two guns go on firing al- 
ternately without reference to those 
of other sections. The fire la porllcu- 
lurly useful where a slow accurate 
hammering fire Is required. The Ir- 
regularity of Interval between the 
secliona makea it diftloult for the en- 
emy to decide how many guns are ac- 
tually in action. 

SECTION FIRE. 

Gun firc Is used when ll l.t of the 
utmost Importance lo take advantage 
of a fleeting opportunity by concen- 
trating a very Intenses fire lor a short 
time. 

It . has its disadvantages that tho 
layers are liable to get out of hand. 
The strain on the detachments is ter- 
rific.
